Thou ſayeſt that the Quakers came to your Town 
and made a.cballenge te the Prieſt to defend their Dochrines and Call; this I wit- 
neſſe againſt as a lye, or an Arrow ſhot out of the Dive ls Bow, for thou 
mayeſt remembcr that we being met together in a place called the Vicherage - 
houſe, thy ſelb and many more came in and paſſed through our Meeting into 
another Room, and there ſtayed untill thou dideſt hear words ſpok e in our 
Meeting by one of our friends, viz.

Fut that is juſt the Dlvels —— to ſlay the Truth with a lye, and give a 
reildn for it, and that w II appear to be but thy arrogancy and impudency 
to abuſe the men in ciring their names, as witueſſes ro thy lyes, contrary to 
their knowledge, viz. Mr. Ruſſel, and Mr. Davis, as thou calleſt them, the one 
Miniſter in Rumny Marſh, and the other at Dover, as thou haſt wric them; and 
by them whom we do know let us meaſure all the reſt whom we do not

Myſtery Babylon, as a milſtone into the Sea, 
never to riſe any more, and the day is near at hand wherein it will be ſeen per- 
ſectly, even the fullfiling of that which was prophe ſied of in ages pait , fer 
the Lord alone will do it for his ow n-name ſake, which the Pricſts have pol-
